LET’S GET SCHROEDER CONTEST 


At the May board meeting the board decided to create a club award that would encourage DXing among the 
club members. As you all Know we have one member who is a little over the top when it comes to chasing 
DX and contesting. Even for our standards John, N6QQ, stands out as a DXer who goes to the extreme to 
make a vast number of QSOs and collect as many entities in a single year. 


You may think our comments are untoward and the title of the award rude however John himself chose the 
name of the contest and outlined the criteria. He has basically thrown down the gauntlet. He has placed his 
massive record on his shoulder and dares someone to knock it off. This must be compelling to one if not 
several of our club members. So without further adieu here are the contest rules. 


Objective: Work as many entities in a calendar year. 

Contest Period: Jan. 1° — Dec 31° each year. 

Bands: Every band permitted by the operator’s license class from 160m — 6m. 

Modes: Every mode permitted by the operator’s license class and in the FCC assigned band segments. 


Reporting: Only SCDXC Full and Associate members may participate in this contest. (Associate Members 
may well become Full Members by the end of the contest.) Use of the ClubLog site is preferred. In lieu of this 
contestants can send their country list to the newsletter editor every month. The editor will post the monthly 
results in a new contest column in the newsletter. 


Winners: 
Everyone who works at least Mixed DXCC will receive a certificate. 


The top ten will receive special recognition at the Holiday Party and the January meeting. They will also par- 
ticipate in the special contest described below. 


The winner will be given a plaque handcrafted by John. If the contestants manage to defeat the incumbent 
Mr. Schroeder then the following special contest will ensue. You can only win once in a 5 year period but 
compete anyway! 


Special Contest: 

At the following summer bash the following activity or something equally humiliating will transpire. John or 
his designated proxy will be placed in a dunk tank . The top ten contenders who have surpassed John’s 
score will be given 5 balls. The contender that scores the most number of dunks will win a special prize.

WACA and WAGA Hunting from America: 
Losing Sleep and Making Friends

| love a challenge. Growing up on Long Island, New 
York, | received my novice ticket in 1957 just after my 14" 
birthday and upgraded to the General Class license a year 
later. During that year, | built my first (all-Heathkit) station 
(xtal-controlled DX-20, AR-3 receiver, an end-fed long wire 
antenna and a Q-multiplier) with which | worked all states 
except Idaho with 50 watts on CW. | was convinced that no 
one lived in Idaho or at least no hams lived there! When | 
was graduated from Hewlett High School in 1961, | sold my 
rig and only operated occasionally when | would travel and 
live overseas for work (I am an electrical engineer turned 
neurobiologist. | study animal communication all over the world, and my work and travels have 
taken me to 93 entities). In 1970, | upgraded to the Amateur Extra class license. In October, 1991, | 
decided it was time to get back on the air and bought a new station for my Los Angeles home. This 
consisted of a Kenwood TS-850S, a Henry Radio 2KD-Classic Amplifier and a Cushcraft R7 roof- 
mounted vertical. Five days later, at 14:26 UTC (the best propagation on 40 m between the western 
USA and JA is from 10:00 — 15:00 UTC), | had my very first JA QSO with Tosu san, JF6BCE in Kita- 
kyushu-City, JCC-4021 on 40 CW. It was then that | started collecting JA cities, just after assem- 
bling my new station in late 1991. Then on January 4, 1992, | heard a JA station on 40 m CW in 
QSO with a very strong W6 station. When they finished, | called the JA station. This JA station 
never came back to me, but the California station, WA6IVM, Ray, called me and explained that his 
Japanese friend had gone QRT. | told Ray that | had had 
QSOs with 37 JA stations to date, and | needed that city 
for the JCC-100 Award (Japanese Century Cities Award). 
Then | asked Ray if by any chance, he had gotten that 
award. He said yes, he had earned that one as well as the 
JCC-200, JCC-300, JCC-400, JCC-500 and the JCC-600! 
He then said that he didn’t think he would live long enough 
to work all the cities (he had 622 cities confirmed, and at 
that time there were 656 JA cities total). He then con- 
fessed that he thought the WACA (Worked All Cities 
Award) was the most difficult JA award for an American 
station. For this award one needs to have a QSO with a 
ham in each of the Japanese cities that exist at the time 
one applies for the award (812 cities as of 8/2013). This 
was a real challenge! Since | work CW exclusively, | set 
out to work all JA cities on CW. In March, 2000, | put up a 
10-15-20-40 m yagi (Force-12 C-4S), a WARC beam and 
an 80-m sloper on a 55’ crank-up tower. By the end of 
2007, | had 509 cities confirmed, but it seemed like | had 
reached a plateau and “new’ cities were becoming more 
and more elusive. 


Then on an early morning in May, 2008, | had a stroke of amazing luck. | had my first QSO with 
Don, WONGA, in Green Valley, AZ. He told me he too was chasing the WACA as well as the WAGA 
(Worked All Guns Award, where a “gun” is a legislative district in Japan), and revealed that there 
was a “trick” to eventually achieving these awards. He then introduced me to his JA ham friends 
who would generously drive to our needed cities and guns in order to give us a “new one.” Don 
also informed me about the extremely useful English-language version of the J-cluster website 
(http://qrv.jp/html/HFCW-eng.html), he offered to post my JCC and JCG want lists on his website, 
and more than once was right there to assist me in making a difficult QSO. Then Don san, JI1ETU 
showed me the 339 website (http://hpcgi3.nifty.com/jf1kic/339kasukasu.cgi) which is most help- 
ful for setting up scheds. He also went far beyond the call of duty providing me with key cities/guns, 
regional maps of Japan with cities and guns clearly marked, up-to-date typhoon warning and radia- 
tion hazard websites, etc. etc. Ichy san, JH7IPR set the record for the most cities and guns worked 
for me and Ken san, JA3CSK was a close second. | could never have completed these awards if it 
were not for these three remarkable people and the many, many other JA hams who were most 
helpful to me in reaching my goals. | have found all these men and women without exception to be 
unselfish, generous in spirit, incredibly enthusiastic, knowledgeable, and willing to go the extra mile 
for a friend they have never met, but who clearly shares their love for our hobby. These include 
JH7IPR, JA3CSK, JIZETU, JAGUFF, JP2GUL, JA8PON, JA1VVH, JA5CUX, 7J1ABD, JH1RNI, 
JR6CXY, JA7DAY, 7K4BWY, JQ6FQI, JAGRGD and JH9MUQ/Y, Michiko san, who gave me my last 
city (Nonoichi-City, JCC-3012) on 40 CW. | received the WACA(C) No. 8 in March, 2012, the sec- 
ond American ever to receive this award (Don, W9NGA, was the first)! 


In March, 2008, | purchased the ICOM-7700. This rig is a pleasure to use and | especially enjoy 
the LCD display screen and the spectrum analyzer, which truly simplifies CW operation. By this 
time, | had also been collecting JA districts (guns), having received the JCG-100 Award in March, 
1997. The WAGA is, | believe, quite challenging since many guns are located on small islands with 
access only by infrequently running and/or expensive ferries, or in remote northern Japan (esp. 
JA8). As of the writing of this article, the number of extant guns is 382. Again, many of the same JA 
hams helped me reach my WAGA(C) goal which | received in October, 2012, after a QSO with Ken 
san, JA3CSK/4, for my last gun (Kume-gun, JCG-31010). My WAGA(C) is #4, the first American to 
achieve this award (Don finished it as well on the same weekend)! Although these two awards took 
me over 20 years to complete, it should be noted that | still am working full-time as a university pro- 
fessor, a job for which am typically away from home more than 10 weeks per year. Perhaps in the 
future | will retire so that my work will no longer interfere with my hobby! 


What is next? | will try for the WAKU (Worked all Ku*) Award on CW, the 5B JCC(C) (I only need 
40 or so more QSOs on 10 m to finish this award), and the 5B WAJA(C). And | look forward to 
many more eyeball QSOs on my annual trips to Japan. So far, in Japan | have met JH7IPR and his 
XYL Yoshimi san twice (Ichy san has also visited us in L.A.), JA3CSK (3 times), JAGUFF, JASAWR, 
JA6RGD and JQ6FQI. Each of these meetings has been a joyous occasion in which we share 
Japanese food, exchange ham radio stories and reaffirm the friendships in person that were made 
during many QSOs. In the final analysis, why sleep when you can be contributing to international 
good will and friendship on 40 CW?

*May be claimed for having contacted and received a QSL card from an amateur station located in 
each of all the Kus (=Wards, or neighborhoods within the largest cities of Japan) that are in exis- 
tence on the day when the final contact claimed for the award is made. 
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Back in 1985 | went on my first Cruise. The Ship had N6QQ/MM
